returns prepared by the authorities from time to time. 


The same paper repeats. with approval the remarks of the 
Shubh Sichak, that it is highly unjust for Government to 
recover from Native Chiefs and Princes an indemnity for dak- 
parcels plundered within their dominions. Unless it can be 
proved that the Chiefs themselves plunder the English dak, or 
abet’.the act, it is anything but proper to make them suffer 
for it.

The Chiefs pay great attention to the 
management of police, and cannot in justice be called to account 
for any thefts and robberies that may occur in their states ; 
for these are no less prevalent.in English territories, and yet

called upon to make. amends for the losses sustained.

OP pan EDUCATIONAL’ 

The Nalin t-ABBar of the 20th July suggests the following 
plans for the furtherance of female education:—;.. 

“(1) Tn all cities and towns two or three, eakiate person- 
ages of each caste skould ‘be selected from ‘each ‘mohulla ‘as’ 
yanches. These should represent the members’ of the. Female 
School Committee, and should take upon themselves to promote 
the. prospects: 6f the ‘female schools in: their cities.: 


(2) The members of the mohullas of each city’ or town 
aid meet together monthly at a particular place ‘fixed forthe — 
purpose... In these méetings the district officers, should take 

a share, and should hear from the members.an.account.of their 
exertions in the cause of ferhale education, and encourage them. 
to increase, the attendance of female schools by conferring, 
rewards and honorary certificates according as each deserves.
